ANALYSIS / ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: This bank stabilization work was originally planned to be included in
the upcoming Shoal Creek—Ridgelea Storm Drain Improvements project. In September 2010, flooding rains
from Tropical Storm Hermine caused extensive erosion and damage. Consequently, the stream bank
stabilization component was separated from the storm drain project in order to accelerate that portion of the
work. The project is located within Shoal Creek east of Jefferson Street, generally bound by West 39t Street

and Emilie Lane, (78756).

This project includes approximately 510 linear feet of bank stabilization measures consisting of drilled piers,
limestone rock wall, and stabilized earthen slopes along the west bank of Shoal Creek. The project also
includes replacement of approximately 150 linear feet of existing exposed and deteriorated 6-inch
wastewater line with 8-inch wastewater line. Concrete headwalls and associated erosion and sedimentation

controls are also included.

Due to the potential for unknown and changing conditions in the creek bottom and the threat of additional
erosion, a 10% contingency has been included to allow for the expeditious processing of any change orders.
Because the creek channel changes with every storm event, conditions and quantities could differ from the
construction documents. The contract allows 250 calendar days for completion of this project.
